WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING 


The State of New Hampshire 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of New Boston, in the 
County of Hillsborough in said State, qualified to vote 
in Town Affairs: 


You are notified to meet at the Town Hall in said New 
Boston on Tuesday, the twelfth day of March next, at nine 
of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects : 


1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year en- 
suing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make appro- 
priation for the same. 


(a) To see if the town will vote to accept State Aid 
for the improvement of highways and bridges. 

(b) For the support of schools. 

(c) For repairing roads and bridges. 

(d) For maintenance of the poor. 

(e) For Memorial day. 

(f) For all other necessary town charges. 


3. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $400.00 for the purpose of co-operating with the 
state in the control of white pine blister rust. (The state 
will add 25% to any appropriation the town makes.) 


4. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
building State road the ensuing year. 


5. By request of the Chamber of Commerce, to see what 
action the town will take regarding the building of a state 
road from the Mont Vernon line toward New Boston village. 
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6. By request of the New Century Club, to see if the 
town will grant them permission to paint the words “New 
Boston” on the roof of the town house ,to aid aviators fly- 
ing over the town. 


7. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
snow removal, raise and appropriate money for the same or 
act in relation thereto. 


8. To see what sum the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate for the support of the Wason Memorial Library. 


9. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$2,870.00 the same being the amount paid for the tractor- 
plow and road machine, to apply to the reduction of the 
town debt. 


10. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the road, 
subject to gates and bars, beginning at a point near the 
Beals farm to a point on the road leading from New Boston 
village to Hadley’s mill, also the road from a point near 
Alvaro Hadley’s to the road first mentioned, likewise the 
road from a point near the residence of Isaac W. Dodge to 
the road first mentioned, or pass any vote relating thereto. 


11. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the road 
from “Beatling Rock” corner so-called to the road leading 
from the North Francestown road to the Clark Hill road, or 
vote in-relation thereto. 


12. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the road 
from a point near the Brewer place to a point on the Am- 
herst road near the residence of Allen A. Leach, or pass 
any vote relating thereto. 


13. By request of the Trustees of New Boston Ceme- 
tery, to see if the town will vote to dispose of the hearse, 
also make such repairs as may be needed on the hearse- 
house, raise and appropriate money for the same or pass any 
vote relating thereto.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 


The number of contagious diseases during the year 1928 
have been more than usual. 

Eleven cases of scarlet fever and thirty-nine cases of 
measles were reported to me. 

These diseases have been very expensive to the town and 
many cases could have been avoided if the parents had kept 
thir children at home when they knew that they had been 
exposed. It would be of great assistance in the control of 
diseases if the parents would realize the necessity of keep- 
ing their sick children, until fully recovered, away from 
other children. 

There has been and is now many cases of influenza. 

The State Board of Health, Division Maternity, Infancy 
and Child Hygiene, held a toxin anti-toxin clinic at which 
ninety-five children received the immunizing treatment for 
diphtheria, seventy-eight of these were school children. 

Many home visits were made on infants and the school 
children by the State Nurse Mary G. Hurley in charge of 
this work in Hillsborough County. 

Miss Hurley expresses her appreciation for the excellent 
co-operation she received in this town from the school 
authorities and from every one. This work is a long step 
towards making children healthy and I hope it may be con- 
tinued, and that every one will take advantage of it.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of New Boston, N. H.: 


SCHOOLS 


The schools are being carried on in the same places as 
last year. There were two changes among the teachers. 
Miss Grace Leach has come to the Primary room in the vil- 
age and Miss Stelle Tower has come to No. 5. There have 
been no changes in the High School teaching forces. 

The enrollment has been about one hundred elementary 
pupils and about forty-five in the High School. The at- 
tendance as a whole has been good until the grippe came in 
January when so many became ill and it was thought best 
to close the village schools for the greater part of the week. 
However, during the first week of February, the “health” 
of the school children seemed to be about normal. 


HEALTH SUPERVISION 


Health supervision has been under the direction of Dr. 
Fraser and a Miss Edith Walker. At the opening of school 
in the fall, the pupils were given a thorough physical exami- 
nation and weighed. Those seriously under-weight or with 
apparent defects, were followed up by the nurse and sug- 
gestions given as to care or remedy. Early in the fall, the 
State Board of Health, co-operating with local agencies, 
including the School Nurse, administered the toxin, anti- 
toxin treatment to approximately eighty children of school 
and pre-school age. 

This is the best precautionary measure that can be taken 
to immunize the children against diphtheria. The usual 
requirement of vaccination to prevent smallpox gives very 
little trouble any more. Most parents take this as a matter 
of course and have the children ready for school. 
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GRADUATES 


Of sixteen graduates from grade 8 last June, all but two 
entered High School. It is interesting to note the change 
that has come about in this respect. Not many years ago 
many parents were satisfied if their children completed the 
work of the “grades”, but last year’s group of sixteen illus- 
trates what has taken place everywhere, and gives evidence 
of the conviction that “common school” education now is 
not enough. Not only this, but consider the large number 
of last June’s High School graduates, who have taken up 
post-secondary work. Of a group of thirteen, Dorothy 
Kirsch and Ruth Dodge, Everett Baker and Gertrude 
Chauncey entered New Hampshire University. Sabra 
Dodge entered a Normal School in Vermont, Sylvia Chand- 
ler has taken up training in the training school for nurses in 
connection with the Malden Baptist Hospital. Rowena 
Tingley is studying in Chicago, and Evelyn Vadney entered 
Concord Business College. Merrill Todd has gone into the 
“service” in the Chemical Branch of the War Department. 
Carl Kirsch is with the General Electric Co., in Lynn, Mass. 
All of these are continuing education and training which 
shows that a High School diploma is not regarded as the 
end of one’s education Add to these the names of other 
recent New Boston High School classes, now away for 
further study and it is clear people no longer think of a 
common school education as sufficient or that a High School 
course answers all one’s needs, but assume that school days 
need to be extended to include Universities and colleges, and 
training schools. It is this belief in education that sends our 
young folks to our State University and Normal Schools, 
feeling that even as the state provides elementary and high 
schools, so it should also provide post-secondary opportuni- 
ties. This is a recent and significant conviction in the minds 
of people.

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REPORT OF THE WORK OF NEW BOSTON 
HIGH SCHOOL 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


At your request it is a pleasure to make this report. 

The High School enrollment is 44, being equally divided 
between boys and girls. Of last year’s graduating class 
consisting of 11 members, 8 have gone to college or are 
taking some special training course. Reports of their work 
indicate that they are doing very creditably. 

Again I wish to call attention to the fact that two features 
of our physical equipment need replacing badly. ‘These are 
desks and blackboards. So many desks have been replaced 
by those from outside schools that we now have a collection 
of four types of misfits. In several cases the seats are too 
high for the desks, resulting in bad sitting positions. The 
blackboards are simply painted plaster and have been in use 
for so long that they are rough and uneven. Written work 
placed upon them can be seen only by exerting the eyesight. 
Such a condition is very bad. 

There are at present 18 boys enrolled in the Agricultural 
course. This number represents the entire male enrollment 
of the school with the exception of four individuals. Details 
of the subject matter of the course have been given in re- 
ports of previous years. Citizens and parents are becoming 
more familiar with the nature of the work and their hearty 
support is very manifest in the general good work and in- 
terest of their boys. 

The agricultural interests of New Boston are mainly those 
of fruit growing, poultry and dairying. In the past the 
poultry business has been stressed more than the others. 
Series of meetings were held to give adult farmers the latest 
information in this line. During this winter a series of 4 
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dairy meetings have been held. The results manifest both 
in attendance and interest shown by those who attended was 
indication enough that such an effort was worthwhile. 

The quality and size of project work conducted by the 
boys shows steady growth. As the season of 1928 was un- 
favorable for crop production, few high records were ob- 
tained. In spite of this fact however, several good projects 
resulted. 

One encouraging sign, which answers quite well this 
question, “Are the boys interested in their farm work?” is 
the growing tendency for them to continue some kind of a 
project during the entire year. This is being done by the 
following, Paul Barse, Howard Prince, Ernest Daniels, 
Robert Daniels and Everett Leavitt. 

As suggested in a previous report a school woodlot would 
serve a useful purpose for study and practice. In time it 
would yield good revenue. Mr. Frank Prince has loaned 
the use of a mature apple orchard for any purpose it seems 
best to use it for. Pruning work was begun on the trees 
last spring and further improvement is planned for the 
coming season. | 

I wish to express my thanks for the hearty support par- 
ents and citizens have given me during the past year.
